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FRAUDULENT PEDIGREES 
A Note by the Eprror-1n-CHIEF 


It is common knowledge in the genealogical profession that 
for many years dealers in fraudulent pedigrees have been active 
both in this country and in Europe. Although in rare instances 
they may only have carried out the wishes of their employers in 
providing what the latter considered desirable ancestry, usually 
these dealers have traded on the ignorance of those they selected 
as their victims. As a rule, these fraudulent pedigrees have 
been built around the supposed descent of the early American 
settler from some noted family of the same surname abroad. 
They are therefore synthetic pedigrees, with real people at the 
American end and real European ‘‘ancestors’’ at the other end, 
but with missing links of a generation or more supplied from 
the imagination of the fabricator. 

Some of these fraudulent pedigrees have been cleverly devised, 
and it is not surprising that they have found ready acceptance 
on the part of those who are unfamiliar with genuine record 
sources and inexperienced in English research. Innocent pur- 
chasers have often put these fabrications into print, and the 
good repute of the sponsors has endowed them with a fictitious 
air of authenticity, The printed word in itself carries weight 
with many, who hesitate to question pedigrees which have been 
published and generally accepted. 

Two attitudes of mind characterize those who undertake ances- 
tral quests. The first is the attitude of those who are not 
primarily interested in ascertaining their ancestry, but whose 
interest extends only to the establishment of an ancestral line 
which will make them eligible to join one or another of the 
numerous hereditary societies. This, of course, is not the atti- 
tude of all those who join societies; and even where this attitude 
is found, we would not be understood as criticizing it in the 
slightest degree. The joining of a society with the sole object 
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of enjoying social intercourse with one’s fellows, is an entirely 
worthy object in itself, 

Nevertheless, it is necessary to make the distinction, because 
a very large number of people, whether they are interested in 
jeining societies or not, are primarily interested in ascertaining 
their ancestry, and consequently insist on proper evidence and a 
high standard of accuracy, whether they do their research per- 
sonally or employ professional genealogists to do it. 

No one person has a proprietary interest in remote ancestors, 
because every remote ancestor has hundreds or thousands of 
descendants, and the rightful interest of each descendant is equal 
to that of every other descendant. Now, if a descendant who 
insists on reasonable proof, or a genealogist employed by such a 
descendant, is convinced after careful investigation that an 
alleged line of ancestry (perhaps one of the fraudulent pedigrees 
mentioned above) is incorrect, improbable, or unacceptable with- 
out proof, it is his privilege to publish his findings for the benefit 
of other descendants who share his attitude. 

Such publication is sometimes disconcerting to those who have 
supposed the criticized pedigree to be correct, and who may even 
have joined societies on the strength of it. It is regrettable that 
this should happen, but there is no way to avoid it without 
depriving others of their equal right to their opinion. Those 
affected are under no compulsion to accept the adverse findings. 
It is their privilege to disregard them entirely, or they may 
weigh the evidence and arguments advanced and after such 
consideration either accept or reject them. 

Similarly, each society has an absolute right to set its own 
standards of evidence. Some societies are very strict, others 
rather lax, in requiring proofs of descent from qualifying ances- 
tors. So long as the standards adopted are satisfactory to the 
members of the society, it would be improper for an outsider to 
criticize those standards. But on the other hand, the fact that 
a society has accepted a certain pedigree by no means debars 
other descendants or genealogists trem making an independent 
investigation and rejecting it if the evidence seems to them 
opposed to its validity. Liberty of thought, of speech, and of 
the printed word, still exists in matters of historical or gene- 
alogical opinion. 

While it is the privilege of every person to believe what he 
chooses regarding his own ancestral lines, when he publishes his 
findings or beliefs he is in effect inviting appraisal and possible 
criticism of his conclusions by others who are interested in the 
same lines. To be fair, any adverse criticism should state pre- 
cisely the reasons which militate against acceptance of the pub- 
lished statements. Many false statements have been printed 
which are in no sense fraudulent, but have found their origin

merely in the lack of genealogical talent or experience in those 
who have sponsored them. Fraudulent pedigrees are usually 
easily recognized as such, and frequently find their way into 
print through the innocent medium of people who have pur- 
chased the fabrications of unscrupulous genealogists. Although 
it is always possible for the critic to discern and point out the 
well-known earmarks of fraudulent pedigrees, the identity of the 
fabricator is often too uncertain for the critic to expose it. 
Naturally, too, a conscientious critic shrinks from accusing a 
person who may have been merely a dupe of the actual fabri- 
cator. Personalities should never enter into honest criticism 
unless the identity of the perpetrator of the fraud is positively 
known and can be proved. However, a person of adequate 
knowledge does not have to know the identity of the counterfeiter 
in order to detect the counterfeit nature of a coin, 

The chief purpose of THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST is to publish 
original, valuable genealogical data, and the editors are doing 
their utmost to maintain a high standard of accuracy. The new, 
original material published vastly exceeds in amount the few 
articles of a critical nature. The editor-in-chief has written no 
critical reviews except concerning families from which he himself 
descends or on which he has worked at the behest of descendants. 
In accord with the considerations above expressed, we maintain 
that it is our right and our privilege to apply to genealogy the 
same standards of research, documentation, and logical argument 
that are accepted in every other branch of historical study. We 
do not pretend to be innovators in this respect; our standards 
are those which all proficient genealogists and the best of the 
genealogical journals have applied for many years. 


THE SYMMES FAMILY IN ENGLAND

In volume 1 (page 822) of ‘‘Genealogical Gleanings in Eng- 
land,’’ by Henry F. Waters, is a brief statement concerning 
Rev. Zechariah Symmes, an early minister of Charlestown, 
Mass. ‘‘He was born Apr. 5, 1599, at Canterbury, England, a 
son of Rev. William Symmes, whose father, William Symmes, 
was a firm protestant in the reign of Queen Mary.’’ Informa- 
tion about this branch of the Symmes family is given in the 
following extracts from the Register of St. George’s, Canterbury, 
1538-1800 (italicized entries are from the Transcript).

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THE IDENTIFICATION OF JAN PIETERSZEN 
VAN HUYSEN

The problem of identifying Jan Pieterszent Van Huysen or 
Van Housem of New Amsterdam and Gowanus, Long Island, 
presented peculiar difficulties, as he did not always use the 
identifying place name, but frequently signed his name, and 
was called, Jan Pieterszen. This was, of course, an exceedingly 
common name, and he can be identified under that name only 
by internal evidence in the records. An explanation of the 
nature of such internal evidence may be of interest. First, a 
number of Dutch records in the Office of the Secretary of State 
of the State of New York were signed by Jan Pieterszen, some- 
times with the addition of Van Housem, but always, fortunately, 
with his mark, a swastika, which identifies him under both names. 
After his second marriage in 1652, to Grietje Jans, he no longer 
appeared under the name Van Huysen, and a study of the 
family as a group serves to identify Jan Pieterszen as the former 
Van Huysen. Jan Pieterszen and Grietje Jans had a child bap- 
tized in New Amsterdam in 1653, and in 1660 Jan Pieterszen 
and his wife Grietje Jans appeared on the Brooklyn records. 
Van Huysen had a daughter Neeltje and a son Jan baptized in 
the New Amsterdam Church. Later there appeared on the 
Brooklyn records Pieter Jansen from Manhattan and Neeltje 
Jans (specifically called the daughter of Jan Pietersz), and Jan 
Jansen also appears on the Brooklyn records (the patronymic 
was used by all Jan Pieterszen’s children). The appearance of 
this whole family group first in New Amsterdam and then in 
Brooklyn where the names of the various members are frequently 
associated on the records, makes it certain that it is the same 
family. 

As early as 1638 Jan Pieterszen Van Housem, a man of thirty- 
three, was a tobacco planter, owning property on the North 
River on Manhattan Island, and evidently a man of some means 
and affairs as in September, 1638, George Lucombs was inden- 
tured as a servant to him, and on March 5, 1640, Thomas Wesson 
or Wiesen indentured himself to Jan Pietersen Van Housem for 
three years and seven months, for forty guilders Hollands annu- 
ally. By 1648, and perhaps earlier, Van Housem also was part 
owner of a yacht. On October 7, 1638, Jan Pieterszen appeared 
before Cornelis Van Tienhoven and testified that ‘‘on Thursday 
last,’’ Grietje Reyniers had said that Domine Bogardus had 
taken a false oath, and that she was glad he had done so. 

In 1639 Volkert Evertsen and Gerrit Jansen rented to William 
Williamson and Jan Habsen (John Hobson), the Englishman, a 
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plantation ‘‘situated between the plantation of Jan Pietersen 
and Mr Lasley, on the North river of New Netherland”’ for four 
years beginning in 1639 ‘‘when the crop of tobacco shall be off 
the field.’’ This land, which was leased for one thousand 
Carolus guilders, had been ‘‘heretofore cultivated by Jan Van 
Rotterdam and at present occupied by Barent Dircksen Swart.’’ 
This is said by Dr. O’Callaghan, who had access to records since 
lost or destroyed, to be Jan Pietersen Van Housem’s plantation. 
The document is, of course, not signed by Pietersen, as he was 
not one of the parties to the lease. Jan Pietersen, signing with 
a swastika, witnessed a note made by George Homs, for which a 
receipt was signed on December 29, 1639. The note itself is not 
dated. 

Jan Pietersen Van Housem appeared on June 20, 1640, at 
Fort Amsterdam, before Cornelis Van Tienhoven, Secretary for 
the West India Company, and acknowledged that he had hired 
from Willem Kieft, the Director General, three horses and three 
cows for six years, beginning August 1, 1639. He agreed to pay 
annually fifteen schepels of hard corn for each horse, and twenty- 
five pounds of butter for each cow. The risk of death of the 
cattle was to be shared mutually, as was the inerease of the 
eattle. Jan Pietersen Van Housem testified on July 10, 1640, at 
the request of Cornelis Vander Hoykens, fiscal, that on the pre- 
ceding 8th of June, Van Housem was on the land of Thomas 
Bescher, situate in the Bay, when Bescher said ‘‘I shall not live 
fourteen days, whereupon Jan Pietersen said: why do you speak 
thus? It is imagination, said Thomas Bescher continuing—I 
know well that I shall not live fourteen days or a month at 
farthest, all which he the affiant declares to be true and truthful, 
and that this is done by him in order to bear testimony to the 
truth to the injury or wrong of no man.’’ This testimony, like 
that of October 7, 1638, was signed with his mark—a swastika— 
and in it Pietersen gave his age as thirty-five years. 

Jan Pieterszen Van Huysen or Van Husen had three children 
baptized in the Dutch Reformed Church of New Amsterdam: 
Neeltjen, who was baptized on September 9, 1640; Jan, on June 
28, 1643; and Annetje, on January 28, 1646. Annetje was 
recorded as the daughter of Jan Pieterszen Vanhusen and Elsje 
his wife. This is the only mention of his wife, who had died 
before 1652, when Van Huysen married a second time. It is 
interesting to notice that Pieterszen’s son and daughter as well 
as himself each named a child Elsje. Jan, baptized on February 
8, 1644, and Ruth, baptized on November 22, 1648, as the chil- 
dren of Jan Pieterszen, were also the children of Jan Pieterszen 
Van Huysen and Elsje. One of the sponsors at the baptism of 
Ruth was Thomas Hall, who shared with Jan Pieterson the 
ownership of a yacht. Hall and Pitersen, ‘‘both inhabitants 
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here,’’ on December 11, 1646, sold their yacht the Hope, then 
lying before Fort Amsterdam, with her standing and running 
rigging, to Hendrie Jansen and Jan Martensen. The payment 
was to be made immediately in two pieces of duffles at four 
guilders the ell and the balance in wampum. This agreement 
was signed by Pietersen with his swastika mark ‘‘made by him- 
self.’’ There was, however, some difficulty about the settlement 
of this account, as on December 14, 1646, Michael Jansen, aged 
thirty-six, and ‘‘Jan Pietersen from Hoesen’’ at the request of 
Thomas Hall testified that they saw measured a piece of duffles 
which Thomas Hall had received from Hendrick Jansen and Jan 
Martensen, and that instead of thirty-nine and a quarter ells, 
the piece of duffles was only thirty-six and five-eighths ells long. 

On July 29, 1647, Jan Pietersen Van Housem sold his house 
and lot on Manhattan Island, situated ‘‘northward from the 
point of the Capske (Little Cape) where Jochem Kierstede is 
next adjoining southward’’ to Egbert Van Borsum for three 
hundred and seventy-five guilders, a third to be paid within 
fourteen days, a third within a year and a third on July 29, 
1649. This was signed by Jan Pitersen, with his mark. On 
May 15, 1652, Jan Pieterszen Van Husum, widower, married in 
the Dutch Reformed Church of New Amsterdam, Grietje Jans 
Van Groeningen. This was the last time that he used the name 
Van Huysen. After this he was always called Jan Pieterszen. 
Jan Pieterszen and Grietje Jans had a daughter Elsje (named 
after his first wife) baptized on July 13, 1653, in the New 
Amsterdam Dutch Church. He next removed to Gowanus, a 
section now absorbed by Brooklyn, and he appeared on the 
Brooklyn records in 1660. On October 17th of that year, Jan 
Pieterse and Grietje Jans were witnesses or sponsors at the 
admission to the Brooklyn Dutch Reformed Church of Pieter 
Jansen from Manhattan and Annetie Jans from Amsterdam. 
These were the son and daughter-in-law of Jan Pietersen. On 
October 30, 1661, ‘‘Neeltje Jans, daughter of Jan Pietersen,’’ 
married, at Brooklyn, Gerrit Dircksen Croesén. Grietje Jans 
was a sponsor at the baptism of Pieter Jansen’s daughter on 
December 18, 1661, and of Neeltje Jan’s son on July 23, 1662. 
These were her husband’s grandchildren. Jan Pieterszen and 
Grietie Jans ‘‘of Cujanes’’ had a daughter Sara baptized in the 
Brooklyn Church on December 3, 1662. 

‘*Grietie, wife of Jan Pieters’’ was a witness at a baptism in 
the Brooklyn Church, on October 30, 1667. This is of interest, 
as Bergen states that Jan Pieterse (known as ‘‘old Jan 
Pieterse’’) married on November 15, 1662, the widow of 
Frederick Jansen. No record of this marriage appears in the 
Brooklyn, Flatbush or New Amsterdam Church records, and 
Jan Pietersen’s wife, Grietie Jans, was living in 1667, five years 
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after the alleged date of this marriage. When this marriage 
actually took place is not known, but when, on March 11, 1671, 
Jae»b Cornelissen Stille of New York, was betrothed to Aeltie 
Fredrix, who was born in Brazil, ‘‘both residing at the Farmes 
in this island,’’ ‘‘the bride’s mother, the wife of Jan Pietersen 
of Gouwanes’’ was present ‘‘on behalf of herself and her hus- 
band.’’ Perhaps Grietie Jans died between 1667 and 1671, and 
Pieterszen married a third time, 

On August 20, 1675, an assessment of real and personal prop- 
erty of the inhabitants of Brooklyn was made, and on this list 
appeared ‘‘Jan Pietterse the Elder,’’ listed as having one poll, 
four oxen, six cows, three cows of two years, four cows of one 
year, valued at eighty-five pounds, ten shillings, and sixteen 
morgens of land and valley valued at thirty-two pounds. The 
total valuation was one hundred and seventeen pounds, ten 
shillings. On May 18, 1687, certain small lots of six morgens 
each were laid out for Pieter Janse of Gowanus, by order of 
Stuyvesant, ‘‘out Brooklyn toward Vlackbush,’’ among which 
was one for Jan Pieterse. It was declared at this time by 
Theunis Janse that ‘‘the land of Jan Pieterse did lay next to 
him.’’ In the census of Kings County taken in or about 1698, 
in the town of Brookland (Brooklyn) appeared Jan Pieterse, 
with one man, two women and two children in his household. 
On December 30, 1599, Conradus Vanderbeeck of New York 
conveyed land, part of which was near the land of ‘‘old Jan 
Pieterse’’ at Gowanus. This is the last mention of Jan Pieterszen 
Van Huysen. The date of his death is not known, but as he 
must have been about ninety-four years old at this time, it was 
probably not long delayed. 

The relationships of the family group, and consequently the 
identification of the group, may be clearly seen in the choice of 
baptismal sponsors. It was customary to ask near relations to 
serve in that capacity, and the record of Pieterszen’s children 
and grandchildrem is therefore of considerable interest. 

Jan Pieterszen Van Huysen and Elsje had the following chil- 
dren, all of whom used the patronymic Jansen or Jans: 


1. Pieter? Jansen, from Manhattan, who with his wife Annetje Jans was 
admitted to membership in the Brooklyn Dutch Reformed Church on 
October 17,1660. Jan Pietersze and Grietje Jans were witnesses for 
both of them. On September 11, 1689, Pieter Jansen was a witness at 
the baptism there of Frans, son of Dirck Croesen and grandson of his 
sister, Neeltje Jans Croesen. 

Pieter Jansen and Annetje Jans had the following children: 

i. Elsje*, who was baptized on December 18, 1661, at the Brooklyn 
Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Gerrit Croesen, her 
uncle by marriage, Tryntie Jans and Grietie Jans, her grandfather ’s 
wife. 
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ii. Peter’, who was baptized on July 8, 1663, in the Brooklyn Dutch 
Reformed Church. The witnesses were Dirck Stillwell and Anneken 
Booms. 

According to Bergen, Pieter Jansen married as his second wife Anetie 

Janse Van Dyk. This couple had the following children: 

iii. Isaak’, who was baptized on June 30, 1682, in the Flatbush 
Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Jan Van Dyk and 
Agneta Bennet. 

iv. Jacob’, who was baptized on October 4, 1685, in the Flatbush Dutch 
Reformed Church. The witnesses were Adrian Willemse Bennet and 
Anneke Peters. 


. Neeltje? Jans, who was baptized on September 9, 1640, in the New 
Amsterdam Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses or sponsors were 
Barne Bal, Tryntje Koos and Sara Rapalye. She married on October 30, 
1661, in the Brooklyn Dutch Reformed Church, Gerret Dircksen Croesen. 
The witnesses on this occasion were ‘‘ Jan Pietersz, the bride’s father, 
and Jeurie Jansze on the side of the bridegroom,’’ and she was then 
described as ‘‘of New Netherland.’’ On or after April 9, 1664, Neeltie 
Jans, again described as ‘‘of New Netherland,’’ was formally received 
into membership in the Brooklyn Church. The witnesses were her hus- 
band, Gerrit Crouse, and William Gerritsen Van Couwenhoven. Croesen 
came from Wynschoot in Holland and was admitted to membership in 
the Brooklyn Church on or after May 29, 1661. He died in March, 1680, 
and his death is recorded in the Flatbush Dutch Reformed Church, and 
appears in Mrs. Frost’s manuscript copy of the records, although it 
does not appear in the published records of that church. He was then 
called ‘‘Gerret Kroezen of Gouanes.’’ Neeltje Jans was betrothed on 
October 10, 1680, at Flatbush, to Volkerd Hendricksz. She was then 
described as the widow of Gerrit Croezen, and as living under the 
jurisdiction of Brooklyn. They were married at Brooklyn on October 31, 
1680. Again in this case the published records of the Flatbush Church 
do not supply all the information which is to be found in the original 
records, and in Mrs. Frost’s manuscript copy of them. Volkert Hend- 
ricks was also known by the surname Bries or Breets. Neeltje Jans 
apparently died in or before 1696, as Bries married as his second wife 
Elizabeth Poulus, and their son Gerbrant was baptized in the Brooklyn 
Dutch Church on November 15, 1697, or on November 15, 1696. 


Gerret Dircksen Croesen and Neeltjie Jans had the following children: 


i. Dirck*, who was baptized on July 23, 1662, in the Brooklyn Dutch 
Reformed Church. The witnesses were Grietje Jans, his grand- 
father’s wife, and Adam Brouwers. On March 5, 1684, Dirck 
Croesen, described as of Brooklyn, but then living on Staten Island, 
was betrothed to Elisabeth Cregier of the Zuydt or South River, 
who lived in New York. This betrothal was recorded as above in 
the New York Dutch Church Records, which state that the marriage 
took place in Brooklyn. The manuscript copy of the Flatbush 
records made by Mrs. Josephine C. Frost, gives April 5, 1684, as 
the date of betrothal. This last source states that they were mar- 
ried in Brooklyn on certificate from New York, but that the date 
of the marriage is not known. The published Flatbush records give 
May 4, 1684, as the date of the marriage. Elisabeth Cregier was 
baptized on July 5, 1662, in the New Amsterdam Dutch Church. 
Croesen acquired land in Southampton Township, Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, to which he removed. His will was made on January 
4, 1729, and was probated on December 25, 1731. His widow sur- 
vived him. 

ii. Elsje*, the date of whose birth is not known, married on October 9, 
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1681, in Flatbush, Willem Claasz. Their son, Gerrit, was baptized 
at Flatbush on August 27, 1682, with Gerbrant Klaz and Neltje 
Jans as witnesses. 

iii. Hendrick*, the dates of whose birth and marriage are not known, 
had children baptized in the Staten Island Dutch Church between 
1698 and 1716. His mark for cattle was recorded in 1703, and he 
was made Collector at Richmond County, Staten Island, on April 2, 
1705, when he was called Henry Cruse. 

iv. Anitje’, who was baptized on December 9, 1677, at Brooklyn or 
Flatbush, as the baptism was recorded in both places. The wit- 
nesses were Annetje Jans and Jan Van Cent. No further informa- 
tion about her has been found. 


3. Jan’ Jansen, who was baptized on June 28, 1643, in the New Amsterdam 
Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses or sponsors were Cornelis Ledert 
and Marie Thomas. 

4. Jan’ Junsen, who was baptized on February 8, 1644, in the New Amster- 
dam Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Roelef Janszen, Jan 
Maste Soldaet and Anneken Molyn. This boy was recorded as the son 
of Jan Pieterszen, but it seems exceedingly probable that the Jan, son 
of Jan Pieterszen Van Husen, who had been baptized there in 1643, had 
died, and that this was another son of the same name. Jan Jansen of 
Gowanus married on June 11, 1682, in the Flatbush Dutch Reformed 
Church, Annetje Pieters Pra, the widow of Andries Jurriaenz. They had 
the following children: 


i. Jan*, who was baptized on March 16, 1684, in the Flatbush Dutch 
Reformed Church. The witnesses were Peter Janz Van Dyck and 
his wife Anetje Jans Van Dyck. 

ii. Neeltje’*, who was baptized on April 17, 1687, in the Brooklyn 
Reformed Dutch Church. The witnesses were Pieter Pra and 
Neeltje Jans, her aunt. 

iii. Aneke*, who was baptized on September 9, 1688, in the Flatbush 
Reformed Dutch Church. The witnesses were Volkert Hendrikse 
and Lisbet Aersen. 

iv. Aeltje*, who was baptized on October 30, 1692, in the Brooklyn 
Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Jan Dirckse and 
Aeltje Jans. 


5. Ruth? Jansen, who was baptized on November 22, 1648, in the New 
Amsterdam Dutch Reformed Church. Although she was recorded as 
the daughter of Jan Pieterszen, it is exceedingly probable that she 
was the daughter of Jan Pieterszen Van Husen. The witnesses or 
sponsors were William Bredenbend, Thomas Hall, Jacob Leenderttsen, 
Claertje Everts and Femmetje Jans. 


Jan Pieterszen Van Huysen and Grietje Jans had the follow- 
ing children : 


6. Elsje? Jansen, who was baptized on July 13, 1653, in the New Amster- 
dam Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Pieter Wolfertsen and 
his wife Tryn Hendricks. 

7. Sara? Jansen, who was baptized on December 3, 1662, in the Brooklyn 
Dutch Reformed Church. The witnesses were Frederick Lubbertse and 
Annetien Jans. 
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STRONG WIVES 
By H. Minor Pitman, A.B., LL.B., of Bronxville, N. Y. 


Descendants of Elder John Strong, by Benjamin W. Dwight, 
states that John Strong, Jr., (son of Elder John Strong), b. 
1626, m. Nov. 26, 1656, Mary Clark. She d. April 28, 1663, 
and he m, 1664, for a second wife, Elizabeth Warriner. She d. 
June 7, 1684. No mention is made of a third wife. 

On the same page (p. 20) it states that Sgt. John Strong, son 
of John Strong, Jr., b. 25 Dec. 1665, m. Nov. 26, 1686, Hannah 
Trumbull of Suffield, Conn., daughter of Deacon John Trumbull. 

These same misstatements are repeated in Stiles’ Ancient 
Windsor, Vol. II, p. 743, the latter article adding that Sgt. John 
Strong’s wife, Hannah, d. July 4th 1747, ae. 80. 

It is stated in Early Settlers of Rowley, by Blodgette and 
Jewett (1933) p. 399, that Joseph (not John) Trumble, m. 
6 May 1669, Hannah, daughter of Hugh Smith, and moved to 
Suffield, Conn., and ‘‘It was his widow, Hannah, who married 
John Strong, not his daughter, as shown by the following extract 
from the Rowley Church Record, ‘Hannah Strong sometime 
the wife of Joseph Trumbl & daughter to Br. Smith now wife of 
Goodm: Strong dismissed to the Church of Xst at Winsor 
Novemb 1 1687.’ ”’ 

The fact is that Sgt. John Strong did not marry Hannah 
Trumbull, but that his father, John Strong, Jr., married the 
widow Hannah Trumbull as stated in Early Settlers of Rowley. 
This marriage took place Nov. 26, 1686, the date assigned by 
Dwight to the marriage of the son, Sgt. John. This date, it 
will be noted, was .wo years after the death of John, Jr.’s second 
wife, and likewise after the death of Joseph Trumbull. Dwight 
mistook the marriage of the father for that of the son. 
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Set. John Strong, son of John Strong, Jr., married Mary, 
daughter of Samuel Pinney and his wife Joyce Bissell. 

The proof of these facts may be found in three wills, published 
in Manwaring’s Early Connecticut Probate Records. 

In Vol. I, p. 588-9, concerning the Estate of John Strong, who 
died 20 Feb. 1697/8, there is found an agreement, signed on 3 
March 1697/8 between Hannah Strong, late wife of John Strong, 
late of Windsor, dee’d and ‘‘mother-in-law’’ of his sons John 
and Jacob Strong. This shows that at his decease John Strong, 
Jr., had a wife, stepmother of his sons, named Hannah. With 
the extract above quoted, from the Rowley Church Records, 
this makes certain that John Strong, Jr., married a third time, 
Hannah (Smith) Trumbull, widow of Joseph Trumbull. 

In Vol. III, p. 665, of the same work, there appears the will 
of John Strong, son of John Strong, Jr. The will is dated 
10 Feb. 1741/2 and proved 4 July 1749. It mentions the tes- 
tator’s wife Mary. The identity of this wife Mary is disclosed 
in the will of Josiah Pinney of Windsor (Vol. II, p. 560, of the 
same work). This will, dated 2 Sept. 1726, and proved 4 Oct. 
1728, makes a bequest to ‘‘my cousin Samuel Pinney”’ and pro- 
vides that he shall ‘‘pay to my sister Mary Strong, wife of Jno 
Strong of Windsor.’’ 

Josiah Pinney, whose will is quoted, was the son of Samuel 
Pinney, and his wife Joyce Bissell. He had a sister Mary and a 
cousin Samuel, as may be seen by referring to the Pinney Family, 
in Vol. II of Stiles’ Ancient Windsor. 


THE FIRST WIFE OF DEPUTY-GOVERNOR 
JAMES BISHOP

A book called Family Record of the Maltby-Morehouse Family, 
compiled by Mrs. Georgia Lord (Morehouse) Maltby, was pub- 
lished at New Haven, Conn., in 1895. On page 91 the statement 
is made regarding James Bishop of New Haven: ‘‘ His wife was 
Mary, d. of Capt. George Lamberton, of the ‘Phantom Ship.’ ”’ 
This identification has been repeated in other books. 

The marriage of James Bishop is not found on record, and the 
statement that his first wife Mary was a Lamberton is appar- 
ently based on certain court records which are not entirely clear 
as to meaning. These records were made in connection with a 
suit which Mrs. Elizabeth Godman brought in 1653 against sev- 
eral prominent citizens of New Haven, alleging that they had 
slandered her by accusing her of practising witchcraft. For a 
proper understanding of the matter, it will be necessary to quote 
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somewhat extensively from the records of the trial [Hoadley’s 
Records of the Jurisdiction of New Haven, vol. 2, pp. 29-36}.* 


Elizabeth Godman made complainte of Mr. Goodyeare, Mris. Goodyeare, 
Mr. Hooke, Mris, Hooke, Mris, Bishop, Mris, Atwater, Hanah & Elizabeth 
Lamberton, and Mary Miles, Mris, Atwaters maide, that they haue suspected 
her for a witch..... Mr. Hooke further said, that when Mr. Bishop was 
married, Mris, Godman came to his house much troubled, so as he thought 
it might be from some affection to him, and he asked her, she said yes; 
now it is suspitious that so soone as they were contracted Mris, Byshop fell 
into verey strang fitts wch hath continewed at times euer since, and much 
suspition there is that she hath bine the cause of the loss of Mris. Byshops 
chilldren, for she could tell when Mris, Bishop was to be brought to bedd, 
and hath giuen out that she kills her chilldren wth longing, because she 
longs for every thing she sees, wch Mris, Bishop denies ..... Mris, God- 
man accused Mr. Goodyeare for calling her downe when Mris, Bishop was 
in a sore fitt, to looke vpon her..... Mris, Godman said the reason of her 
saying as before was because Mris, Goodyeare a little before said they was 
bewitched. Mris, Goodyeare said she said not so, but she and her daughter 
went to Mris, Godman and said some thought they were bewitched, and said 
here is a poore weake woman, (meanning Mris. Bishop,) what thinke you of 
her, some haue thought she is bewitched; she laughed and said alass who 
should bewitch her, she had a cousin was so..... Mris, Godman told 
[Jane Hooke] that Mris, Bishop was much giuen to longing and that was 
the reason she lost her chilldren, and Hanah Lamberton said Mris, Godman 
told her so also, and Mris, Bishop said another woman in ye towne told 
her that she had heard Mris, Godman say as much, so that she could not 
denye it: she was told she hath much inquired after the time of Mris, 
Bishops delivery of her chilldren, and would speake of it so as Mris. Good- 
yeare and her daughters marveled how she could know, and Hanah Lamber- 
ton one time told her mother that Mris, Godman kept her sisters count..... 


The Mrs. Goodyear of the above record was the second wife of 
Deputy-Governor Stephen Goodyear, and had formerly been 
wife of Capt. George Lamberton of the ‘‘Phantom Ship.’’ The 
marriage of George Lamberton to Margaret Lewen in London on 
6 Jan. 1628/9, was discovered and published in The New Eng- 
land Historical and Genealogical Register, vol. 61, p. 189. Mrs. 
Margaret (Lewen) (Lamberton) Goodyear was therefore the 
mother of the Lamberton girls. A careful study of the record 
quoted above indicates that Mrs. Goodyear was mother of a 
Mrs, Bishop, a young married woman of New Haven, and that 
Mrs. Bishop had lost more than one child, either stillborn or 
shortly after birth. 

James Bishop, afterwards (1683-87, 89-91) Deputy-Governor 
of Connecticut, had a first wife Mary who died 26 Nov. 1664 
after bearing him seven children between 1651 and 1664. These 
were Hannah 1651, Grace 1653, Sarah 1655, Elizabeth 1657, 
Abigail 1659, John 1662, and Ruth 1664. James Bishop in his 
will, dated 11 May 1691,t+ gave legacies to every one of the seven 
recorded children by his first wife, as well as providing for the

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four recorded children by his second wife, and no record exists 
in New Haven to indicate that he had lost children by his first 
wife. His first recorded child, Hannah, was born 29 May 1651, 
and the second, Grace, 17 Jan. 1652/3; and both these children 
were living in May 1653 at the time of the Godman trial. There 
is no indication in the records of the trial that the Mrs. Bishop 
there mentioned had living children, and one of the reasons for 
suspecting Mrs. Godman of witcheraft was the fact that Mrs. 
Bishop had lost her children apparently at birth. 

It is therefore most unlikely that the wife of James Bishop 
was the Mrs. Bishop mentioned in the Godman trial. That she 
positively was not, is proved by the land records pertaining to 
the inheritance and partition of the great Lamberton farm in 
West Haven. Mary, wife of James Bishop, left seven children 
who were all living in 1691; yet not one of these children figures 
in any of the numerous deeds pertaining to the Lamberton prop- 
erty, which was divided into six portions between the six sur- 
viving Lamberton daughters or their representatives. Abstracts 
of these deeds and an account of the Lamberton family were 
given by the present writer in The New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register, vol. 68, pp. 283-285. It is therefore cer- 
tain that the Mrs. Bishop who was daughter of George Lam- 
berton did not leave surviving children. 

Henry Bishop, brother of James, lived for a time in New 
Haven; and here was recorded the death of Henry’s wife 
Patience on 24 July 1655. That was two years after the God- 
man trial; and the early death of Henry’s wife is compatible 
with the sickliness of the Mrs. Bishop mentioned in the trial. 
The identity of Mary, first wife of James Bishop, is not known; 
Henry Bishop’s wife was probably Patience Lamberton. No 
children of Henry are recorded; after the death of Patience, he 
moved to Boston and married again. 


PRE-AMERICAN ANCESTRIES 


X. John Throckmorton of Salem, Massachusetts

In the fifth volume of Dr. J. E. Stillwell’s monumental work 
‘*Historical & Genealogical Miscellany,’’ which was published 
posthumously, there is an excellent article on the Throckmorton 
family of Monmouth County, New Jersey, which derives its 
descent from John Throckmorton who came to Salem, Massachu- 
setts, in the ship Lyon in 1631, and which gives the earlier gener- 
ations of the family. The question of the identity of John 
Throckmorton of Salem is referred to as follows: 
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The founder of the American family was John Throckmorton, a cadet of 
one of the English branches of the family, but the specific claim that he was 
the son of Bassingbourne Throckmorton, alderman and grocer of Norwich, 
I feel is insufficiently substantiated. The complete absence of the unique 
baptismal name of ‘Bassingbourne’ among the children of John Throck- 
morton of Rhode Island and New Jersey is too powerful rebuttal of this 
claim to be ignored if it is not absolutely illiminative. If I were to hazard 
an opinion I should incline to the belief that John Throckmorton sprang 
from the line of Job Throckmorton of Haseley, Warwickshire, an outstand- 
ing Puritan of his time who died in 1628. 


As in my history of the Throckmorton and Allied Families, 
published 1930, I made the claim that John Throckmorton of 
Salem, 1631, was a son of Bassingbourne Throckmorton, of 
Norwich, I feel that the descendants of John who have not read 
my history may be interested in my reasons for this claim. 

It may be well to dismiss at first the grounds, if any, for 
assuming that John of Salem was closely connected with the 
Haseley branch of the family. This connection was first sug- 
gested by me in 1888 and was due to the recurrence of the name 
‘Job’ among descendants of the emigrant ; but with more experi- 
ence in genealogy and after a thorough examination of the pedi- 
grees of the family printed in Visitations and the Registers of 
Haseley which all showed that the name ‘John’ did not oceur in 
the Haseley branch, I dismissed the connection as very improb- 
able to say the least, while admitting the fact that many families 
in the United States base their claim to connection with English 
families on no stronger ground. 

In explanation of John of Salem naming his fourth son, born 
in 1650, ‘Job,’ it must be realized that he was at that time not 
only living in a Puritan colony, but in a most radical one; and 
that Job Throckmorton who died in 1601 (not 1628 as given by 
Dr. Stillwell), was one of the outstanding figures of Puritanism 
in England. A member of one of the great Catholic families 
of England, he had adopted Protestantism; he had made provi- 
sion for the son of Thos. Hawkes who had been burnt for heresy 
at Coggeshall during Mary’s reign in 1555; in 1558 he offered 
pecuniary aid to Penry and his friends in their effort to excite 
the nation against the bishops, by a series of tracts bearing the 
pseudonymic signature of Martin Mar-Prelate; and he was 
indicted in 1591 for associating with religious malcontents. (For 
a more detailed account, see my history of the Throckmorton 
Family, footnote, page 179.) 

It might be noted here that ‘Clement’ was the most popular 
name in the Haseley branch of the family, and that it does not 
appear as the name of any of John’s children nor of any of his 
descendants. 

Another identification of John of Salem is given in the history 
of the Mayes and Allied Families, published by Hederman Bros., 
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Jackson, Miss., which claims, apparently without authority of 
any kind, that he was the eldest son of Sir Thomas Throck- 
morton, Knt., of Coss Court, Tortworth and Turley, Gloucester- 
shire, and his wife, Elizabeth Berkeley, daughter of Sir Robert 
Berkeley of Stoke Giffard. In contradiction of this claim the 
evidence is, in my opinion, overwhelming. In the first place, all 
the pedigrees of the family show that John, the eldest son of 
Sir Thomas, died without issue. Frequently, however, such 
statements have appeared in Heralds’ Visitations which were 
incorrect; but generally in connection with younger sons. 
John was born in 1573 and, as John of Salem did not die until 
1684, he would have had to live to a ripe old age of 111, and to 
have several children born (as the record shows) after 1650, 
when over 75 years of age, which seems exceedingly unlikely ; 
but admitting that this were possible, there are many other 
strong arguments which show how ridiculous this claim is. Sir 
Thomas Throckmorton was one of the largest land-holders in 
Gloucestershire, and on his death his large properties would 
naturally have gone to his eldest son John, but, as John died 
without issue the properties devolved on Sir Thomas’ second son, 
Sir William Throckmorton, Baronet, who was one of the original 
subscribers to the Virginia Company and, with his kinsmen 
William Tracy of Hayles, Richard Berkeley and George Thorpe, 
was associated with Sir William Yeardley in the settlement of 
the Berkeley Hundred, Virginia. His sister, Elizabeth Throck- 
morton, married Sir Thomas Dale, sometime governor of Vir- 
ginia, whose will proved June 15, 1620, left his entire property 
to his wife, Lady Dale, who, dying in 1640, in her will, which was 
published in the N. E. Historical Register, Vol. 47, page 403, 
leaves property to her brother Sir William’s children; but does 
not mention her brother John who was undoubtedly dead at the 
time. In addition to the above argument, it would appear 
strange for a man to go to the Massachusetts Colony when his 
family had so many ties with the Virginia Colony. Sir William’s 
son Nicholas was in Virginia in 1632, and Lady Dale left 500 
acres in Virginia to her niece Dorothy Throckmorton, wife of 
Thomas Throckmorton, another son of Sir William, who died 
s. p. John Throgmorton, living in Virginia at the Eastern Shore 
Feb. 1623-4, was possibly related to Sir William Throckmorton, 
as Lady Dale owned property on the Eastern Shore at this time. 
There is no further record of him. The John Throgmorton 
given in the list of the living and dead in Virginia Feb. 16, 1626, 
was undoubtedly the John who was killed by the Indians in 1627. 

Another John Throgmorton is given in Hotten’s List of Emi- 
grants as being deported to Virginia in 1618 at the request of 
his grandmother, Bridget Gray, for stealing hats. Nothing 
further appears as to what became of this John, and I have been 
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unable to locate him either in England or Virginia, and assume 
he died in Virginia. He may have been identical with John who 
was on the Eastern Shore in February 1623-4, mentioned above. 

In 1624, John Throgmorton who came to Virginia in the 
William & Thomas in 1618, muster at West and Shirley Hun- 
dred, included himself, aged 24, Chayne Boyse aged 26, and 3 
servants. He was shot by the Indians in June 1627, and left his 
property before he died to his cousin Henry Throgmorton, who 
apparently was living with him at the time, and who appears as 
Commander of Shirley Hundred and his own plantation in 
March 1628. (Virginia Magazine, Vol. 31, page 208.) 

John, son of Francis Throckmorton who was executed in 1584, 
and Anne, only daughter of Edw. Sutton, 2nd lord Dudley, 
sold his inheritance for 4000 marks in 4/ James I, and disappears 
from the English records. This was to be expected as he was 
much embittered by his father’s execution and had been brought 
up in France by his uncle, Thomas Throckmorton, as is evidenced 
by the report of one of Burghley’s spies in 1593, ‘*‘ His housemate 
is that traitor, the eldest of the Throgmortons, and between them 
both they bring up Throgmorton’s son, that was executed, that 
young imp of impiety, that no doubt will follow his father step 
by step to the gallows. This young imp told me he hoped ere 
long to see them lose their heads that condemned his father to 
death.’’ He could not well have been the John of Salem, as he 
was a Catholic, and his age was also against him, as he was born 
about 1575. He is, therefore, eliminated from consideration, 

However, there are two branches of the family as well as the 
Suffolk branch that had younger sons named John who were of 
suitable age to be the John of Salem, viz. : 

1.—Simon Throckmorton of Brampton, Huntingdonshire, had 
a third son, Joseph, by his first wife who was heir to his elder 
brother, Simon, who dying in 1624 left by his will dated the 18th 
Feb. 1624/5, P. C. C. 25, Clark, bequests to his eight half- 
brothers and sisters by his father’s second wife, Rose, daughter 
of Sir William Locke, the eldest of which was John. Here we 
have the name Joseph, which was so popular among the descen- 
dants of John of Salem. Simon of Brampton died before 1613 
and as John was the eldest of the eight children by his second 
wife, he was probably born about 1600. In addition, according 
to Le Neve, in his list of Knights, page 127, published by the 
Harleian Society, Sir Joseph Throgmorton was knighted aboard 
his own ship at Blackwell, St. Anthony Dene (no date) London. 
This entry may refer to Joseph, son of Simon, but nowhere else 
ean I find any reference to this knighthood. It however is well 
to note here that John of Salem is referred to as a Trader on 
the coast and as a ship-owner, and his eldest son, Freegift, fol- 
lowed the sea; and that a younger son, Joseph, was a mariner 
and at the time of his death in 1690, owned two ships. However, 
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nothing more is known of John, and as he was the eldest son of 
the second wife and naturally heir male to his half-brother 
Joseph, who only mentions a daughter in his will, it seems 
probable that he would not have left England under the 
circumstances. 

2.—The other branch of the family in which the name Joseph 
occurred and in which there was a younger son John, who was 
of the right age to have been the emigrant, is that of Michael 
Throckmorton of London, who was a son of Francis Throck- 
morton of Wotton Wauen, Warwickshire, and a second cousin 
of Job Throckmorton of Haseley (the Puritan) and whose father, 
Michael Throckmorton of Haseley, and Mantua, Italy, had given 
the manor of Haseley to his nephew, Clement Throckmorton. 
Michael Throckmorton of London married Rebecca Cramphorn. 
His will was probated June Ist, 1631, P. C. C. Reg. 81, John. 
In it he leaves bequests to four sons, viz.: Timothy, John, 
William, and Joseph who was under age, and two daughters, 
Judith and Anne. From this it is evident that John was 
between 23 and 25 years of age, a 3rd son, and could have been 
the emigrant. In addition to this, the close relationship to the 
outstanding Puritan, Job, may have accounted for the appear- 
ance of the name ‘Job’ among his descendants. This branch of 
the family was Roman Catholic, Michael of Haseley, who 
founded it, having been attainted in Henry VIII’s reign for his 
connection with preventing Henry’s divorce from Katherine of 
Aragon. He escaped execution by remaining in Italy, but when 
Mary succeeded to the throne he returned to England and the 
Queen presented him with thirty manors, among them Haseley, 
in recognition of his services in preventing the divorce. On 
Mary’s death, Michael left for Italy and died in Mantua, where 
there is a tomb to his memory. Job Throckmorton of Haseley 
had deserted the faith of his fathers—why not John? Atten- 
tion should here be called to the frequent occurrence of the names 
Joseph and Rebecca among the descendants of the emigrant; 
but consideration also should be given to the fact that the 
emigrant’s wife was named Rebecea, which would account for 
that name, but the frequent appearance of the name Joseph 
seems to point strongly to one of the two branches men- 
tioned. Anne, sister of John of London, might have been the 
wife of Edward Covill. There is a family tradition that 
** John lst came from London and was related to Sir Nicholas 
Throckmorton.”’ 

I was considering these two possible sources of origin of the 
emigrant, when that eminent genealogist and student of colonial 
and mediaeval pedigrees, Capt. G. Andrews Moriarty of Dristol, 
R. I., sent me his discoveries and deductions in connection with 
the identity of the emigrant, which I have given in full in my 
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history of the family, pages 206-9, and an outline of which I 
give below: 


Bassingbourne Throckmorton, Grocer & Alderman of Norwich, England, 
married Ist, Mary Hill, and 2nd, Hester Pye. In his will dated Sept. 10, 
1638, proved London 5th Nov. 1638, P. C. C. 152, Lee, he leaves his lands to 
his eldest son, Lionell, and makes bequests to his other sons, Thomas, John, 
Myles and Robert. Exrs. Mr. Eustacy Darcie, Mr. Ralph Blenerhasset. On 
13th May 1640, suit was brought by Lionell, Thomas, Myles and Robert 
Throckmorton, sons of Bassingbourne Throckmorton, late citizen and alder- 
man of Norwich, deceased, against Eustace Darsye and Ralph Blenerhasset, 
complaining that they have embezzled part of the estate and have not 
distributed the remainder according to the will. A summons is asked for 
against the said executors. (The son John is not named or referred to in 
any part of the document.) The answer of Eustace Darcy, Esquire, one 
of the defendants to the bill of complaint by Lionell, Miles and Robert 
Throckmorton, complainants: ‘‘ Defendant saith that Bassingbourne Throck- 
morton, late citizen and alderman of Norwich, died seized of estates there 
and in Bungay, co. Suffolk, and personal estate’’ &c, &c, ‘‘amounting to a 
total of £2429—3—7.’’ After specifying that they had paid to complainant 
heirs Lionell, Thomas and Miles Throckmorton, certain sums ‘‘on their 
own behalfes as on the behalfe of complainant Robert Throckmorton in the 
absence of the said Robert, he being then beyond the seas and the said 
Thomas undertaking for his answer thereto’’ * * * * ‘‘and this defendant 
saith that the said testator in his life-time was doubtful whether John, his 
son, were living or dead, and that this defendant is not satisfied whether 
the said John be dead or living, and therefore craveth that he and his said 
co-executor may be secured against the said John, his executors and adminis- 
trators for and concerning his dividable parte of the said testator’s estate.’’ 
(Chan, Pro., Chas, I, T 32-66.) 


From the above it is plain that John was in foreign parts, 
and in all probability in America. John, the son of Bassing- 
bourne, was baptized 9th May 1601, and was apprenticed to his 
uncle, Robert Debeney, alderman of Norwich, 20th March 1620- 
21 for ‘‘71%4 years from Christmas 1620, to the mystery and art 
of a scrivener; to be taught said mystery, maintained for said 
term, and at the termination to receive double apparel.’’ 

The emigrant embarked at Bristol, England, Dec. 1st, 1630, 
in the ship Lyon, and arrived at Nantasket in Massachusetts 
Bay Colony on February 5th, 1631, and went to Salem. In 
1635, on account of religious difference, he went to Providence 
Plantations, R. I. Roger Williams, in his ‘‘George Fox digged 
out his Burrow,’’ page 13, mentions that John had been a mem- 
ber of a corporation in England and ‘‘had some knowledge of 
the law.’’ Now John, son of Bassingbourne, was a scrivener, 
was a member of the ‘‘Scriveners’ Company of London,’’ and 
as such was able to draw legal documents, and fits this descrip- 
tion. It should also be borne in mind that Bassingbourne 
Throckmorton was a grocer of Norwich, and that John of Salem 
was a ship owner and trader, or exactly the type of person a 
son of Bassingbourne would be expected to be. In addition, 
from the suit above quoted, we know that he was absent from 
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England and does not again appear in the English records. 
John of Salem and Providence Plantations owned property in 
Middletown, N. J., where his children had settled and, as addi- 
tional proof of the identity of the emigrant, Edward Covill of 
Bradwell, co. Essex, in his will probated Aug. Ist, 1679 ‘‘ proved 
9th Feb. 1679-80 in London by Anne Colvill, relict and executrix, 
P, C. C. 16 Bath’’ bequeaths ‘‘six pounds to my kinsman John 
Throckmorton of Middle Towne in New England.’’ 

In Stillwell’s history, referred to, it is intimated that in all 
probability the testator was named ‘Cornwell’ as the Throck- 
mortons were closely associated with this family in New Jersey. 
It is needless to say that there is no question of his name being 
Covill (also spelled Colvill), it being repeated several times in 
the will. The Covill family was of Parham, Suffolk, and I con- 
sider this will as very strong corroborative evidence as to John 
of Salem’s identity. The designation ‘Middle Towne, New Eng- 
land’ is claimed by some as confusing and as not definitely 
locating its whereabouts. We know, however, that John was 
connected by property and family ties with Middletown, N. J., 
and that he was buried there. Therefore, taking into consider- 
ation the limited knowledge of geography of America at the time, 
I feel that it was fairly accurately located. 

In addition to the above, I found what I think is a quite con- 
clusive piece of evidence in the will of Job Throckmorton, of 
Berkeley County, Virginia, which was probated 19th Sept. 1780. 
A great-grandson of John of Salem, he appoints David Pye of 
New York his executor for the State of New York. See footnote, 
page 225, my history of the family. 

John of Salem’s father married as his second wife, Hester Pye. 
This is a most uncommon surname, and its appearance in associa- 
tion with the descendants of the husband of Hester Pye in 
America is, in my opinion, most significant. 

The Heraldic Committee of the New England Historic Genea- 
logical Society, which is composed of experienced and unbiased 
genealogists, has accepted the proofs given above, as_ suffi- 
cient to identify John of Salem as the son of Bassingbourne 
Throckmorton of Norwich, and this alone is a strong endorse- 
ment of the descent. I may add that ‘Bassingbourne’ was not a 
family name, and as he did not name any of his sons by that 
name, it was hardly to be expected that his children would neces- 
sarily perpetuate it. 

I hold no brief for the Bassingbourne descent, but feel that the 
evidence in support of it is stronger than that of any other so 
far produced,

resignations, the First Book of the Records of the Congregational 
Church in Fairfield, contains little of interest to the genealogist, 
since it is mainly concerned with business meetings of the ‘‘soci- 
ety.’’ In the following list of ‘‘additions’’ only two names ap- 
pear on the roll of June, 1814 (vide infra) : Reuben Preston, 10 
Apr. 1806; Seth Mead, [ ?Stephen] C. Beden, Ichabod Clauson, 
Zachary Curtis, 7 Mar. 1808; Jonathan Whipple, 1 Dec. 1809;

The Second Book of Records, from which the following notes 
have been taken, contains a record of the baptisms and admis- 
sions from 1814 to 1877, as well as further minutes of church 
business.

Since all the names listed on these 
few pages, except for the list of 1 June 1814, are entered in the 
body of the book, this list has not been reproduced in its entirety ; 
and since the list of 1 June 1814, is not given elsewhere in the 
book but constitutes the official list of members of the church at 
the time the book was started, it is given first. 

Occasionally in the list of members as given in the back of the 
volume a notation of removal or decease has been added in a later 
handwriting. These notations are indicated by the use of italic 
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type. Notes in square brackets have been added by the abstrac- 
tor and are based on cemetery inscriptions (indicated by the 
initials g.s.) or other records to which he has had access. 
Punctuation has been added for clarity’s sake.

I would like to bring to the attention of the readers of THE 
AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, if it has not already been done else- 
where, the erroneous statement in the genealogy, Edsons in 
England and America, by Jarvis Bonesteel Edson, published 
1903, to the effect that ‘‘Elizabeth, daughter of Samuel and 
Susanna (Oreutt) Edson, born at Salem, Mass., about 1643, 
married at Bridgewater in the spring of 1663, Richard son of 
Nicholas Phillips of Weymouth, who had probably married in 
1659, Mary 

In the vital records of Weymouth appears 


‘¢_____ son of Richard and Mary Phillips, born Dee. 7, 1657.’ 

‘*Caleb, son of Richard Phillips, 1659.’ 

‘*Mary, daughter of Richard and Mary Phillips, born May 21, 
1660.”’ 

‘*Mary, child of Richard and Mary Phillips, born May 24, 1661.”’ 

‘* Joshua, son of Richard and Mary Phillips, born Mar. 10, 1662.’’ 

‘*Nicholas, son of Richard and Mary Phillips, born Mar. 30, 
1664.’ 

‘Richard, son of Richard and Mary Phillips, born Oct. 20, 1667.’’ 

‘*Samuel, son of Richard and Mary Phillips, born May 7, 1670.’’ 


Considering the above births mention specifically the mother as 
Mary, it is evident that Elizabeth Edson did not become the wife 
of Richard Phillips until after 1670. 

The first wife of Richard Phillips is given in the Packard 
genealogy as well as many other places, as the daughter of 
Samuel and Elizabeth Packard of Weymouth and Bridgewater. 
In the will of Richard Phillips dated Oct. 27, 1695, he mentions 
the andirons given to him by ‘‘Father Packard,’’ and speaks of 
his wife as ‘‘my beloved. wife Elizabeth’’ and, after providing 
for her ‘‘aececording to the contract made before marriage with 
her,’’ he leaves to her ‘‘all my sheep and lambs, excepting two of 
the best ewes, the one of which I give unto my grandson Caleb 
Phillips, and the other to my wife’s daughter Susanna Kingman.’’ 

Susanna Kingman was the youngest child of John and Eliza- 
beth Kingman, and in 1699 became the wife of Capt. Chilton 
Latham. 

There has long been a question as to the identity of the wife 
of John Kingman, and the will of Richard Phillips seems to have 
cleared this obscurity. She was clearly Elizabeth Edson. 


BOOK REVIEWS

Paramus, Bergen County, New Jersey, Reformed Dutch Church Baptisms, 
1740-1850, from a copy made by Dingman Versteeg under the direction of 
William Nelson; Together with Records from the Gravestones in the 
Church Yard and A List of Church Members. Edited, Indexed and Pub- 
lished by Howard 8. F. Randolph and Russell Bruce Rankin. Newark, N. J., 
1935. Cloth, octavo, 224 pp.; $4.00. [Order copies from Mr. Rankin, 
88 Abington Avenue, Newark, N. J.] 


The baptismal records of Paramus, reprinted from The Pro- 
ceedings of the New Jersey Historical Society, and the grave- 
stone records, which appeared originally in The Genealogical 
Magazine of New Jersey, are here brought together into an 
attractive volume, which will be serviceable to all who are inter- 
ested in families of that region. The outstanding feature of the 
book is its index, which fills 62 pages, and is analytical in nature, 
designating whether names are those of children baptized, of 
fathers, mothers, or witnesses, or refer to gravestones. Few 
indexes of genealogical books have been so particularized; we 
recall that a similar system was employed in the published vital 
records of Concord, Mass., and in the church records of Kings- 
ton, N. Y. In the latter, however, one is annoyed by the isola- 
tion of each class of names in separate indexes. Here they are 
properly brought into a single index, with a simple key system 
to indicate the nature of each entry. 

As usual, these Dutch records are superior to those of most 
English churches, for the most part including dates of birth 
as well as of baptism, and also the names of witnesses, who were 
customarily relatives and therefore important genealogically. 
The book, carefully edited and indexed, is heartily recommended.

First Settlers of Ye Plantations of Piscataway and Woodbridge Olde East 
New Jersey 1664-1714 A Period of Fifty Years by Orra Eugene Monnette, 
B.A. BK LL.D. (A series of eight or more parts). The Leroy Carman 
Press, Los Angeles, California. [Seven parts, 1930-1935, with index to the 
first six parts bound with Part Seven.] 


This work to date now amounts to 1575 closely printed pages, 
and the first six parts have been completely indexed. The book- 
lets are well printed, on a very good grade of paper, and embel- 
lished with many interesting and beautiful maps and pictures. 
The binding, although attractive in appearance, is unsatisfac- 
tory, as it comes loose almost at the first handling. 
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A great deal of valuable material is included in these volumes, 
nor is it limited to the immediate locality of Piscataway and 
Woodbridge, but brings in much data concerning other regions. 
We call special attention to the copies of gravestone inscriptions 
from several graveyards, patents and land grants of East New 
Jersey, vital statistics of Piscataway and Woodbridge, and Mid- 
dlesex County quit-rents, freeholders, court records, officials, 
and index of deeds. Some of this material has appeared in 
print before, but much of it is here made available to genea- 
logical students for the first time. 

The same enthusiastic reception cannot conscientiously be 
accorded to the compiler’s accounts of specific families. It is 
not merely that the arrangement is poor, and that it is often 
difficult for the reader to grasp the details or to follow the 
argument. Too many opinions are set forth as facts, and the 
compiler speaks too often as the advocate rather than as the 
unbiased judge. Where controversial questions are concerned, 
Mr. Monnette is apt to assume the tpse dirit attitude which he 
unsparingly condemns in others; and the most emphatic and 
positive statements are those which sometimes the studious reader 
finds most open to question. The work is of such magnitude 
that the limits of a review are insufficient to set out at length 
many examples of this failure of critical discernment on the 
part of the compiler. It would be unfair, however, to make an 
adverse comment without providing some examples of what is 
criticized. 

On pages 412 and 413 (Part Three), some account appears of 
Richard Crabb of Stamford, Conn., and Oyster Bay, L. I. One 
source is quoted to the effect that Crabb was resident in Oyster 
Bay and ‘‘died there on the 6th of April, 1680,’’ but in a later 
paragraph a deed is quoted from the History of Greenwich and 
Mr. Monnette adds, ‘‘very clearly, from the recitals of the deed, 
Richard Crabb then went to Hempstead’’ and, evidently on his 
own authority, ‘‘where possibly he died, if he did not go to 
Maryland to die, with his son, Henry Crabb.’’ 

The compiler thus offers the reader three possible places of 
death for Richard Crabb, two of which are obviously his own 
guesses; yet the man’s will, made at ‘‘Oyster Bay this 5th day 
of Second month | April] 1680,’’ has been in print since 1892 in 
the New York Historical Society’s Abstracts of Wills, vol. 1, 
p. 106. In this will, Crabb left to a ‘‘daughter-in-law’’ [step- 
daughter, child of his second wife] his house and homelot, to 
John Townsend his land on Hogg Island, and to his wife the 
rest of his estate. These terms are inexplicable, indeed incon- 
ceivable, if Crabb left surviving issue of his own; yet, as noted 
above, Mr. Monnette ascribes to him a son Henry. In his next 
paragraph, he states that Richard Crabb came to Boston, and 
that ‘‘There his son, Henry Crabb, was mentioned,’’ etc., refer- 
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ring immediately after this statement to Savage’s Genealogical 
Dictionary ; but upon consulting the two references cited, one 
finds that Savage did not state, or even suggest, that Henry was 
son of Richard. Yet Mr. Monnette continues, ‘‘The son, Henry 
Crabb, is said to have arrived in Calvert County, Maryland, 1661 
or later’’; and then he mentions a Jacob Crabbe who ‘‘must be 
associated with Henry Crabb of New York and Maryland, and, 
perforce, must have been another son of Richard Crabb, of 
Wethersfield, Conn., and of Long Island.’’ 

This is a flagrant example of the ipse dirit attitude, for the 
claim that Henry Crabb was son of Richard is nothing more 
than an opinion based on no tangible evidence whatever and at 
variance with the evidence of Richard’s will, yet it is stated as 
though it were a proved fact. Indeed, in Part Five, page 688, 
the compiler writes: ‘‘Richard Crabbe, The First, had a son, 
Henry Crabbe, proved as a primary proposition itself, (vide, 
ante Part Three, pp. 412-3).’’ One ean searcely refrain from 
lifting an eyebrow at the word ‘‘proved’’ in this sentence. In 
Part Six, on page 1175, Richard Crabb(e) is again noticed, and 
here there is at last a reference to his will, but without a state- 
ment of its terms or the bearing they have on the supposition 
that Richard left issue; the paragraph concludes with the 
obseure sentence, ‘‘These fams. sent repr. to Md.’’ Immediately 
below is a paragraph devoted to Henry Crabb of Maryland, but 
without assertion of direct descent. If this notice was intended 
as a correction of the compiler’s earlier statements, its intent is 
anything but clear. 

An informative and, in the main, correct account of the Chap- 
man family of Ashford, Conn., which derives from William 
Chapman of Ipswich, Mass., appears on page 593 (Part Four). 
Mr. Monnette indicates that William was a son of Edward 
Chapman of Ipswich omitted in the Edward Chapman Genealogy 
(1893), which on page 592 he indicts, ‘‘altho, regretfully,’’ for 
error, ‘‘in that the list of children is not complete,’’ ete. The 
will of Edward Chapman in 1678 was printed in 1920 in ‘‘The 
Probate Records of Essex County, Massachusetts,’’ vol. 3, pp. 
222-294, and the final clause of the will (in which no son 
William is named) is a stipulation that if any of his children 
contest the will, those who make trouble shall forfeit their 
bequests. This was a carefully drawn will and, for the for- 
feiture clause to be effective, every child of the testator must 
have been named and given a bequest; and from this it follows 
that William, not named in the will, could not have been a son of 
Edward. He was, in fact, an apprentice boy whose master in 
Ipswich paid his fine without any suggestion in the record that 
he had local relatives [Quarterly Courts of Essex County, Mass., 
vol. 6, p. 425]. 

One could wish that the above were isolated examples of the 
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compiler’s methods, but unfortunately they are found in the 
accounts of many families. Considerable space is devoted to the 
compiler’s commendation of himself as an avocative genealogist, 
and to unfavorable comments directed at expert pronouncements, 
‘‘Lords of Effete Genealogy,’’ professional genealogists, and 
related topics. One feels that he ‘‘ protests too much,’’ and that, 
if his books are to be accepted as fair examples of avocative work, 
there is something to be said (as in every field of endeavor) in 
behalf of the maligned professional or expert,—who, after all, 
devotes his whole time to his chosen work and makes it his 
career, and who (depending on it for his livelihood) cannot 
afford to make too many mistakes. Other things being equal, 
the professional ought to be more proficient than the avocative. 
That he sometimes is not, is discreditable to the woefully unor- 
ganized genealogical profession, and on that point the reviewer 
is in hearty accord with Mr. Monnette. 

‘*First Settlers’’ in its mammoth proportions includes a great 
deal that is serviceable, and is recommended to genealogical 
libraries, and to those genealogical students who know how to 
employ to best advantage a compilation of this type. This 
recommendation is entirely sincere, and is made despite our 
equally sincere words of caution against following it too im- 
plicitly as an authority. There is much of genuine value in it, 
but its defects are too pronounced to be passed over in the 
gracious silence which the reviewer would have preferred. The 
production is unique; intensely personal in some of its phases; 
based on many sources of varying degrees of dependability ; an 
excellent clue book. —D.L. J.
